5. Claims 21-22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Liebling for substantially the same reasons 
stated in the first Office Action. 

6. Claim 23 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112 and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed July 8, 1992 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Claims 1-3, 6-14, and 17-20 are allowable. 
The term "rigid" in regard to housing is merely relative 
since no frame of reference is stated. Liebling shows upper and 
side walls as part of container 2. Also Liebling shows 
projection 12 extending rearwardly form the insect trap 
compartment but not rearwardly from the junction of frame 3 and 
reinforcement plate 6 which however is not claimed.
